Diiring the experimesits the milk 
was heated at a relatively high 


temperature--155 degrees VF. for 


30 minutes or 170 degrees for one 
minu.e-—t'wn homogenised at 2,500 
pounds pressure, concentrated to 
one-third its volume, cooled, ‘scaled 
in ¢ontainers, and frozen. When 


this frozen product was stored at 


a constant temperature of ten be- 
low zero or leawer, there was no 
noticeable change in body or flavor 
for’ cight weeks. After that, how- 
ever, ‘the flavor deteriorated.

When stored at bigher tempera- 
tures the milk was flaky and curdy 
when thawed and diluted, so it is 
evident that the frozen product 
will require - further development 
hefore at can be put on the mar- 
ket with anv success. But the ex- 
perts are on the trail and here’s 
hoping if won't be a very long one!

Next step was the 
injection of curing solutions into 
the arteries of hams, which reduced 
the curing time to a matter of a few 
days. Nowadays, most hams are so 
cured. : 

But it was impossible to treat 
bacon similarly. However, there is 
now a machine that overcomes the 
former difiicnities. At a recent meet- 
ing of the American Chemical 
Society, Mr. V.g@@. Rupp, who ts 
connecied with an Indianapolis firm, 
stated that the machine cut the 
curing time for bacon from two 
weekg to a ike number of ‘days, 
The thachine injects small amount 
of the curing solution in many 
places simultaneously and rapidly.

Crosby Gave Up The Law To Sing 
And Almost Laid A Terrific Egg 


By ERSKINE JOHNSON 

HOLLYWOOD.—It was. pro- 
bably the most dilapidated looking 
Ford roadster ever seen before or 
since on Hollywood Boulevard. It 
had no fenders or headlights and 
the engine coughed like a high 
school heroine in “Camille.” 

Behind the wheel was 23-year-old 
Harry Lillis Crosby, otherwis¢ 
known as Bing, who had just quit 
Gonzaga University law school de- 
cause, he had told his niother, “I'd 
rather sing than cat.” 

Sitting beside Bing was Alto: 


“hot” piano player and “hot” singer. 

Three weeks before they had 
purchased the car for $40 and left 
homes in Spokane, Wasli., with a 
lunch packed by Mrs. Crosby, to 


for their meals and gasoline along 
the way and Bing had sold a drum 
with.a Hawaiian sunset painted on 
it to pay a garage repair bill.

Destiny had great things in store 
for the kid behind the wheel. 

He was the fourth of seven child- 
ren—five boys and two girls—born 
to Harry’ Lowe and Kate Crosby 
in Tacoma, Wash. When Bing was 
five the family moved to. Spokane, 

Because of the numerous child- 
ren and Pop's small salary as 
bookkeeper, there wasn't much 
money. Bing got his first job, at 
12, chopping wood at $2 a week. 

But there was music at the Cros- 
by home, There was an old Edison 
phonograph. in the living room, 
Pop Crosby - played the guita? 
Mother Crosby played the piane 
and all the kids sang. 

In the fifth grade, Crosby made 
his acting debut—he was a jumping 
jack on a pogo stick. In high school 
he was Mark Antony in “Julius 
Caesar.” The curtain fell and Mark, 
supposedly dead, rolled out of its 
way. Ife gave much better perform- 
ances on the baseball, football and 
swimming tears 


Rinker, 24, erstwhile band leader, 


win fame and fortune.,They sang . 


At Gonzaga University, where 
Bing was studying to be a lawyer, 
he met Rinker, who led a dance 
band. Soon Bing was beating a 
drum and singing a hot chorus or 
two’ at school dances and in local 
vaudeville. The year was 1924. 

Fade to Hollywood Boulevard 
4n 1926 and that Ford chugging 
down the street— 

Rinker’s sister, singer Mildred 
Bailey, was living in Hollywood. 
She got Bing and Ai their first 
singing job, Bing remembers: 

“We laid two big gooey eggs.” 

There were other jobs. A year 
passed by. Not bad. Not good. 

Then one night in 1927 Paul 
Whiteman caught their vaudeville 
act and hired them as vocalists. 
Things lookedsbrnight despite White- 
man’s crack to Bing: 

“With those ears and that fanny 
J dows: whether you'll get any- 
where.” 

Whiteman took Cresby “and 
Rinker with him to New York 


where, for laughs, he introduced . 


them as “a couple of boys I picked 
up in a Walla Walla ice cream 
parlor.’ They wete a hit in a Chi- 
cago stopover but flopped in New 
York. Whiteman was ready to fire 
them when a youngster from Den- 
ver named Harry Barris suggested 
he tears up with, them to form a 
trio. 

It was the birth of Paul -White- 
man’s Rhythm Boys, Their sal- 
arics: $125 a week each, For ‘two 
years musically they were hits. 


When Whiteman returned to 
California .in 1929 for the movie, 
“The King of Jazz,” the Rhythm 
Boys did one three-minute song 
number in the picture, played one 
theatre date with Whiteman in 
Seattle and were fired. They pop-

night club with Gus Arnheim’s or-

It was at the Grove that Crosby's 
name became box office. In Septem- 
ber, 1930, he was saying “I do” 
to Dixie Lee. Then he quit Arnhefin 
when he was refused a raise, and 
again was jobless and broke. 

That was the end of the Rhythm 
Boys, and the start of a “new” 
Crosby. He hired his brother Ever- 
ett (who gave up a trucking busi- 
ness, to manage his career, 

Bing Crosby, by 1931, was a 
“hot” commodity. 

He made 12 records at $125 each 
for some quick honeymoon cash. 

Everett sold him to Mack Sen- 
nett for six. musical shorts, each 
based on a popular song, at $750 
a week. Remembers Mack: 

“Crosby was all hands, ears ard 
hips. We taped baci his ears be- 
cause they stuck out so far. One 
day the adhesive broke loose and 
Bing ripped it off swearing, I 
wouldn't tape his ears again. I 
didn’t.”

Then came New York radio and 
the “Battle of the. Crooners.” 

Russ. Columbo, violinst in Arn- 
heitm’s band, had turned ‘singer and 
was the nation’s No, 1 popular radio 


crooner. Within a week after Bing 


and Everett arrived in New York 
Bing had a $600-a-week (soon rais- 
ed to $3,500) singing contract with 
CBS and a $1,000-a-week contract 
for personal appearances on the 
stage of the Paramount Vheatre, 
where he was carried out on a crane 
over the audience's heads to croon 
his love songs. He .:as a sensation 
—the biggest hit Broadway could 
remember the biggest hit radio 
could remember, 

The money started to roll in, 
and Bing, who had learned his les- 
son, kept telling Everett: 

“Put it in the bank before I spend 
it. Put it in the bank.” 

By 1933 Crosby was back in 
Hollywood for his triple chores— 
movies, radio and recordings. Para- 
mount signed him to his first star- 
ring contract in 1932. 

No longer do they tape back his 
ears. 

His only concession to being a 
movie, star is that grtasepaint and a 
$75 toupee. He hates them both.

Trees “Ring Up” 
Their ‘Age Record 


A new light is being thrown on 
history by a study named “Dendro- 
chonology”—the science of analys- 
ing the growth-rings on trees.

When a sudden cyclone swept 
over the island of Farquhar, in the 
Seychelles, recently it was so de- 
yastated that most of its eighty in- 
habitants became homeless ard 
more than half of their possessions 
were lost. A 100-ton schooner, which 
was loading copra, was blown on to 


the beach and wrecked, but her 
crew escaped. 
Cyclones are among the most 


dangerous freaks of nature, A fear 
inf cyclone in 1926 completely de- 
and 
killed more than 200 people, At 
least ninety per cent. of the build- 
ings were destroyed. 

Another cyclone sand 
from Sahara out to sea and 
fiung it on the deckeof a ship 200 
piles from the African coast, cover- 
ing it a quarter of an inch thick. 
When a cyclone struck the town of 
Kirksville, Missouri, note, letters 
and papers blown from (he city 
were picked up next day ninety 
miles away in the state of lowa. 
The same cyclone whisked up two 
women and a child and dropped 
them on a common a quarter of a 
mile away so gently that non of 
them was hut. 

Cyclones usually come swittly ‘0 
the form of huge, rapidly-revolving 
whirlwinds some thirty miles in 
Aiameter. After one had ripped the 
tops off scores of howses in the 
Bernese Juras, an old woman was 
discovered in a roofless house count 
ing and recounting her small hoard 
of money which had been cattered 

ong the debris, Thig cyclone also 
wrecked twenty farms and razed 
entire forest.

Up On A. Moentzin 
With 14-Ton Magnet 


Perched precariously 11,780 _ ft. 
ep in the Swiss Alps in a tiny alu- 
minium cabin which is Europe's 
highest observatory, four scientists 

three Englishmen and an Indian 
are keeping a day and night vigil 
for four moiths, 

They are studying cosmic rays, 
the mysterious radiation from outer 
space which at this height are more 
than 25 times as strong as at .sea 
level. ‘The scientists’ futuristic- 
looking cabin was cut into the solid 
rock by Swiss engineers. In it is 
crowded amazing equipment worth 
thousands of pounds, including an 


apparatus which automatically 
photographs and records cosmic 
rays. 


They are also using a 14-ton elec- 
tromagnet which took weeks to as- 
semble and take to the top of the 
mountain, Jungfraujoch, The men 
Work 's an atmosphere so thin that 
they find it hard to breathe. But 
to them the strange experiment is 
well worth while, for they hope to 
throw light on the origin of the 
V-particles, so called because their 
tracks on a photographic plate re- 
semble a V. The particles may be 
the key tosthe atom’s inner core, 
the composition of which is un- 
known.

A SINGLE SIP TELLS WHY 


Some of Our Early 
Canadian Artists 


Painting is the most nationally 
crpressive of all the arts in Canada, 
for within the general orcumference 
oft, vinting is a small, recognizable 
ate which is distinetly Canadian in 
manner. The catalogue of the Na- 
tional Gallery of Canada contains 
a sectiea describing the works of 
the “Canadian School” of. painters 
—a bold attitude for Canadian offi- 
cialdom to take, but a justifiable and 
necessary one. 

The country’s art history dates 
from recorded times when white 
explorers aiid’ settlers first came to 
the New World. Early French art 
in Canada, patronized by the 
Church, was mostly. ecclesiastical, 
untutores!, and uaambitious, and 
cannot be considered in any ssense 
the basis of the excellent painting 
of modern’ French Canada. The 
earlicst works by English artists 
were nrainly reportorial drawings 
and paintings by military men and 
surveyors. 

The first Canadian painters to 
gain pegsonal recognition and pres- 
tige were Paul Kane and Cornelius 
Krieghoff.

Both artists wefe 
highly competent, technically and 
intellectually, and their works are 
prized today and sought by collec- 
tors.—From “The Cultural Pattern,” 
by Walter Herbert, in “Canada.”

Now for something that I hope 
will be of interest and value to 
those of you who go in for alfalfa, 
and are tempted to keep certain 
fields close to your house “in that 
crop nearly all the time. There’s no 
dottbt that this practice is conveni- 
ent for both hay and pasture—but 
if may cose you considerable In 
crop leads

Alfalfa takes a lot of water trom 
the soil, Continuous alfalfa is Hable 
to result in short alfalfa crops and 
also—if you plow it under and plant 
cori—im burned corn. This has been 
fully proved by both experimental 
station work and by farmers’ actual 
experience 

According to one University ex- 
pert it takes about 800 tons of water 
to make a ton of alfalfa hay, while 


330 tons of water are needed 
to make a ton of corn crop. He was 
speaking particylarly of central Ne- 
braska, where he says that five to 
seven years of alfalfa will remove 
all the available moisture to a depth 
of 30 to 40 feet—~—a moisture def- 
ciency that will not be restored in 
ome man’s natural lifetime under 
natural rainfall and ordinary crop- 
ping. Figures for most of Ontario 
would probably not bé as large as 
these—but still big enough to be 
worthy of attention

Something else happeved too. 
The old alfalfa fields started crack- 
ing open—occasionally with cracks 
wide enough to admit a_ horse's 
leg, making the fields unsafe for 
grazing. On some of those old al- 
falfa ficlds the first crop of corn 
was a complete failure, and the 
second crop greatly below par. 

These small crops came in the 
late thirties, when rainfall was re- 
covering to normal levels. Old al- 
falfa fields were badly hit, while 
other fields produced almost normal 
crops.

Farmers who dug postholes im 
the burned-up fields quickly found 
the reason for crop failures. The 
subsoil was bone-dry as the mois- 
ture from the surface never “met” 
the moisture from below.

So it is well for you to remember 
the heavy use of water by alfalfa 
when planning your crop rotations, 
and here are some suggestions that 
may help your crop yields. 

“ « * 


Avoid reseeding alfalfa on upland 
fields: This is especially important 
when you leave alfalfa down four or 
five years—or as long as it will 
last. 


* € * . 


Leave ‘alfalfa for only one or two 
years on upland fields—and maybe 
on some “level fialds as well. And 
when the land is seeded again, plant 
some other legume. 

A + 2 

Give all of your fields a chance to 
grow alfalfa. When the water de- 
mands of the alfalfa crops are spread 
over your entire farm, no fields will 
crack open from completely dried 
out subsoils.

Perhaps you're wondering if such 
a program will pay you for the in- 
convenience of hauling hay greater 
distances and pasturing animals on 
the back part of the farm. Perhaps 
it wouldn’t have back in the days 
when loose hay was hauled with 
horses. But with modern tractors, 
and balers or choppers,/ hauling is 
less of a problem now. And as far 
as the animals are concerned—pigs 
especially—they may do better of 
completely dry ground.

Summing it all up. Alfalfa -—if 
properly used—is a benefit to yout 
soil, It supplies organie matter a 
nitrogen. The blg roots make open- 
ings in tight subsoils. It only does 
harm when grown too long on the 
same field, especially during dry

| SEVENTEEN DIE 
| VIOLENT DEATHS 


IN EASTERN CANADA 


Seventeen persons died violent deaths 
in Eastern Canada during the week- 
end. 16 in Ontario and one in Nova 
Scotia.

Robert Hood 
Saunders, Ontario

A prominent lawyer, he served for 
for years as a Toronto alderman, 
then. for another four years as a 
member of the Board of Control. 
In 1945 he was elected Mayor of 
Toronto, resigning three years later 
to accept his present post. 

As Chairman of the Ontario 
Hydro- Electric Commission, Robert 
H. Saunders finds corporation au- 
thority and responsibility to his 
liking, bué he’s never forgotten a 
lesson he once learned as official 
starter during a regatta. Sweeping 
up alongside a Montreal war 
canoe in the officials’ launch, “Puck” 
Saunders disqualified it for illegal 
tacties during a race. Enraged, the 
Montreal crew sat and glowered at 
Saunders’ back as the launch turned 
to pull away, Suddenly one of the 
crew stood up and, in a flash, a 
glistening. paddle cut through the 
air like a scythe.  Instinctively 
“Puck” Saunders ducked in time 
and probably saved his life.

Bernard Lee, assistant chief of 
the Signal Corps Engineering La- 
boratories Photographic Branch at 
Fort Moumouth, N.J., inadvertently 
plugued a telephone headset into a 
playback jack while working with 
a magnetic tape recorder. A fraction 
of a second later his voice began 
to be fed back at him, and he found 
it hard to talk. Since’ then he has 
tested the reactions of more than 
100 people to. delayed, fed-hack 
speech. 

Some of these 100 subjects de- 
veloped a quavering slow speech, 
others halted, repeated syllables, 
raised their voices in pitch or vol- 
nme and revealed tension by red- 
dening of the face. Some challenged 
the disturbance but none defeated 
it, More than two minutes of the 
ordeal is physically tiring. Lee 
reaches the conclusion that speech 
depends on hearing. The “artificial 
stuttering’? produced by the de- 


‘Jayed speech feed-back technique 


may aid specialists to find the 
causes of: stuttering, said to affect 
about 1 per cent of the world’s 
population — some 22% million 
people. 

Lee's work combines for the first 
time neural and electronic networks, 
so that it is possible to investigate 
the production of speech itself. By 
controlling or altering the electronic 
ne work, in this case the magnetic 
tape recorder, Lee points out, psy- 
chologists may be able to learn 
more about the nervous system. 

Why is the Signal Corps inter- 
ested in such s.udies Beguuge de- 
layed speech feed-back problems, 
such as a powerful echo retutning 
to. a speaker's lecture platform, 
cannot he ignored in public address 
systems used by the Army. Un- 
wanted echors also sometimes creep 
into long-dis.ance telephone cir- 
cuits.

On a mild afternoon the ladybirds 
are out sunning themselves, particu- 
larly on the walls or around the 
windows of a house with ivy on its 
walls. Ladybirds are, of course, 
those small orange bettles with 
black polka dots on their backs, and 
they have been around all winter, 
sleeping in cracks, and coming out 
even in January, to: warm them- 
selves from time to time, Now they 
come in increasing numbers, They 
are particularly numerous on ivied 
walls because they feed on aphids, 
and aphids feed on ivy, among 
other things. 

Ladybirds, which are technically 
Coccinellidae, have strange winter 
habits. In California they migrate 
to the mountaintops for the cold 
season, gathering there in such vast 
numbers that horticulturists some- 
times gather them literally by the 
ton, take ‘them to the lowlands, keep 
them in cold storage until the grow- 
ing season,.then release them to 
clean the aphids from the vegetable 
crops. Brought out of cold storage, 
they soon return to full life and 
vigor And in a minor way they‘do 
the same thing here, creeping out 
of their hiding places, warming 
themselves in the sun, and starting 
their spring cycle of life far earlier 
than most insects. 

In a way they are a sign of spring 
when they/become active. But not 
an infallible sign, for they can, and 
do, go back to sleep when a chilly 
wave comes or even when the sun 
goes down on a.warm day. And 
they can sleep for days and even 
weeks, even in March. 

Ladybirds are quite harmless to 
humans and most helpful “to gar- 
dens, But they have cousins. with 
less exemplary habits, The bean 
beetles, for instance and the squash 
beetles, They, too, hibernate. But 
nit long enotgh; and not nearly 
far enough. away, as any gardener 
will testify.—From The New York 
Times.

Che best bait you can use for a 
spouse-trap is chewing-gum., Chis 
i¢ the conclusion reached by learned 
Professor John Wilmot, of Burling- 
ton.

Watermarks In Paper 


A minor mystery Which puzzles 
many people is how the watermark 
gets into paper. The answer 1s 
simple. It .is pressed in. When 
newly made and still damp, the 
paper passes under what is known 
as the “dandy” roll of the paper: 
making machine. 

The watermark device is either 
made up of wire woven into the sur- 
face of the roll, or a metal stencil 
which is soldered on. 

The fibres, which form the beads 
of paper, are bruised where the de- 
vice presses Into them and so the 
paper is made thinner in those parts. 
This explains the translucent effect 
when watermarked paper +s held up 
to the light. 

Sometimes the only wavermark 
required is produced by the “dandy” 
roll itself, as in the case of the 
parallel lines on some cigarette 
papers. Specially designed rolls are 
built up entirely of different gauges 
of wire threaded through a number 
of circles of metal. 

The piercing of the circles to take 
the wires which impress the water- 
mark is a formidable task. In one 
roll, for instance, 8 ft. 3 in. long and 
20 in. in diameter, as many as 160,- 
000 small. holes had fo be punched 
with a hand tool.

Planning Will Help 

It's not necessary, of course, but 
it will add to the interest and fun 
to do a little planning. Moreover, 
until the weather and soil really 
start to warm up, planning is about 
all the gardening one can accom- 
plish just now in many parts of 
Canada, 

Some people prefer-to make a 
drawing more or less to scale. This 
fyill show the main permanent feat- 
ures of the property, the position 
of the house, garage or any other 
buildings, the fence or property 
lines. It will also include any 
prominént objects like big—trees, 
sidewalks, gates, etc. 

In laying out a garden, the flow- 
ers and shrubbery are usually 
grouped about the lawn and ar- 
ranged informally. The vegetable 
garden, of course, for reasons’ of 
convenience is usually laid out in. 
straight lines. In this planning a 
good Canadian seed catalogue and 
possibly a special government bul- 
letin or two, which the authorities 
are usually willing and glad to pro- 
vide free, will prove helpfel. 

The main purpose of plaaning in 
flowers and shrubbery is to keep 
the big things at the back and the 
little things in front, so that noth- 
ing will be hidden, As for spacing 
it is a good general rule to allow 
half as much room between plants 
as these will be at maturity, That 
meats a few inches for little things 
like alyssum, dwarf marigolds and 
such, and up to two or three feet 


for small shrubs and much more for ° 


the larger things and trees, In 
vegetables it is advisable to allow 
from one foot to three between the 
rows, depending on size at maturity 
and whether or not cultivation is to 
be by hand or with a garden trac- 
tor. .Where space is limited some

Study Secrets Of 
The. Red Sea 


Nine or: ten million years ago 
the Red Sea became almost separ- 
atedeafrom the other seas of the 
wortd and is now regarded as the 
younge st sea of all. 

‘The narrowness and shallowness 
of the Strait of Bab-el-Mandeb 
where its waters Indian 
Ocean, made the Red Sea practic- 
ally a land-locked lake. 

The resulting isolation of the 
creatures jiving in it-is believed by 
scientists to spced up evolution— 
the process by which animals and 


join the 


plants have ceveloped by gradual 
modification from their previous 
forms. 


An expedition has. been organ- 
ized -to—collact some species living 
in. the Red Sea and compare them 
with similar, cies living in other 
oceans. » 

PiffereneesS in structure and ap- 
pearance will enable science to esti- 
mate the speed of evolution in such 
species—how many million years, 
for instance, it takes for a creature 
to develop a new kind of tail, or 
a larger brain, 

The Red Sea is ideal for such a 
study, because the salt content of 
the water remains almost constant. 
No rivers flow into it and little 
rain falls. In other oceans the salt 
content varies and the evolution of 
certain marine creatures is affected, 

Scientists estimate that if the 
Red Sea ever became completely 
cut off from the Indian Ocean it 
would evaporate and leave behind 
a solid bed of salt in. less than two 
thousand years. 

One thousand two hundred miles 
long and from one to two hundred 
miles wide, it has coasts fringed 
with coral reefs and lined by hot 
sandy deserts. 

Since the blazing sun causes,con- 
tinuous evaporaton of the water, 
the air is very hunyd and makes 
this area one of the most depress- 
ing in the whole world for Euro- 
peans. 

Even for the natives of that part 
of the world, the climate is dis- 
tinctly uncomfortable. .

THE CREATION 
Genesis 1:1-5; 26-31. 


Memory Selection: O Lord, how 
manifold are Thy works! In wis- 
dom hast Thou made them all. 
Pealm 104:24a. . 


The lessons for this quarter are 
from representative periods of Bible 
history, The Biblical viewpoint of 
history is traced from creation to 
the consummation of things, The 
aim should be to discover the unity 
of God's special revelation to man 


as seen in the Bible. 
The story of creation bas been 
the object of much attack, “In 


the beginning God created the hea- 
ven and the earth” is the simple and 
sublime opening of God's revela- 
tion. Think back as far as we can 
and still “in the beginning God.” 


There is not much support for the - 


view that verse 2 suggests that 
the earth was inhabited by another 
order of beings and then their habi- 
tation was made desolate. This 
verse more probably represents the 
initial stage in the Creator’s work, 

The stages of creation as stated 
here are in accord with the, find- 
ings of sciente, The verse “create” 
(bara) means to bring into exist- 
ence without the use of previotsly 
existing material. It refers to the 
creative work in general (1:1). 
“Through faith we understand that 
the worlds were framed. by the 
word of God,.so that things which 
are seen were not madé of things 
which do appear.” (Hebrews 11:2), 
In 1:21 the same word refers to 
the. bringing forth of animal life. 
In 1:27 it is used in describing the 
greatest creation of all—man, Man 
is not a cultured chimpanzee, but 
a distinct creation above the ani- 
mal kingdom, The theory of evolu- 
tion has still too’ many missing 
links to become more than a theory. 
“God created.” Man, made in the 
image of God, was to have domin- 
ion oyer the rest. Anyone trying 
to explain the existence of the 
world without acknowledging God 
must have a lively imagination, and 


be ready to state the most impro- . 


bable, I prefer to believe the Bibli- 
cal account. It is in accord with 
science, common sense and faith.

Hardier, Earlier and Better 


To anyone who hasn't looked at 
a seed catalogue for several years, 
there will be a lot of things there 
today that are completely new. 
There are tenderer and larger 


beans, sweeter corn, new and much - 


better varieties in almost every line, 
As well, there has been steady 
improvement, particularly in hardi- 
ness: ” 


It is not so many years since 
corn was practically unknown in 
Prairie gardens, In fact it was 
only introduced into Southern On- 
tario about the beginning of the 
century, Today one can grow gar- 
den corn successfully away north. 
The reason? Earlier maturing var- 
icties. 

And what has been done in corn 
has also been done in melons, cu- 
cumbers, beans, peas, tomatoes and 
all sorts of othe? things. By getting 
varieties that mature faster, the 
plant breeder has. overcome our 
Canadian handicap of late and early 
frosts. In the modern seed cata- 
logue there is usually listed the 
number of days it takes to grow 
individual varieties. This is vital 
information for the gardener who 
lives outside those very limited 
areas where the first of May means 
that danger from frosts is practi- 
cally .over 


For Better Soil 


Even the most unpromising soil 
has garden possibilities, Look at 
what some city gardeners havé 
done with the assorted blue clay, 


mortar and broken bricks builders, 
have used for grading up the back- ' 


yard. Almost anything will break 
down in. timé and what went c2a 
be hauled away or used for drain- 
age. With very heavy soil, lying 
fairly level, some drainage is need- 
ed, With large plow this can be 
done by installing tile drains al- 
though an open ditch will be a lot 
cheaper and may do welf enough. 
Also it is a good plan where the 
plot is small to add sand or ashes. 


After this, treatment for very 
heavy or very light soil is about 
the same, The niain thing is to get 
in plenty of humus and cultivate. 
Humnus is sithply a high class name 
for ordinary manure—grass cut- 
‘tings, straw or even just green 
weeds and other plants. The more 
of this stuff that is dug in ‘the 
more open and porous the soil 
becomes, Where possible, it’s a 
good plan to grow a crop of clover, 
Fall rye, oats or some rank-gyowing 
thing, and dig or plow this under. 
After a few years’ treatment cven 
the toughest or most barren ‘soil 
becomes mellow and, as the ¢x- 
perts say, friable.
